Dowd’s statement was in reply

Almost half 
of the 62 cases tried before a 


jury since Jan. 1 have ended in; im

'.“Has Not Promoted Justice.’ 

“In my opinion, the criminal 
assignment division has not op- 
erated to promote justice in our 

, criminal courts,” Dowd said. 
“He pointed out that when it 
was established in April 1950 
there was a backlog of about 850 
Cases awaiting trial. As a result, 
“trial pressure,” that is, the com- 

. pulsion on defendants to plead 
guilty rather than face trial, was 
practically non-existent. 
“Undoubtedly, trials have been 
speeded up and the backlog of 
eases awaiting trial has been re- 
duced, but it has been reduced at 
too great a price,” he asserted. 

The criminal assignment judge 
ealls the docket each Monday and 
assigns cases that are ready for 
the trial division. The division. 
hears motions preliminary to 
trial and accepts guilty pleas and 
passes sentence on them. The*di- 
vision was brought into being on 
the recommendation of the crim- 
inal justice committee of the Bar 
Association of St. Louis. 

Judge Often Lenient. 

Dowd said that attorneys for 
defendants against whom the Cir- 
cuit Attorney's office have strong 
evidence usually advise their cli- 
ents to plead guilty. Since the 
assignment judge does not have 
time to weigh and evaluate care- 
fully the evidence before him, 
Dowd said, he is usually rather 
lenient and rarely assesses a sen- 
tence longer than 10 years in the 
penitentiary. The assistant circuit 
attorney who has prepared the 
ease and is familiar with the na- 
ture of the evidence must remain 
silent on any recommendation. 

.” The result ts, sald Dowd, that 
the weak cases are the ones that 
go to trial and frequently end in 
acquittals. Archaic criminal stat- 
utes also contribute to these ac- 
‘quittals, he pointed out. For ex- 
“ample, grand larceny is still the 
charge for the theft of anything 
having a greater value than $30, 
but few juries are willing to send 
a-man to the penitentiary for the 
theft of a bicycle or similar ob- 
ject worth less-than $100. 

Places Burden on Judge. 

“I have always been opposed to 
the idea that the prosecuting of- 
ficial should have no voice in 
recommending sentences on guilty 
pleas,” he asserted. 

“This bar deprives the prosecu- 
tor of his chief weapon in forcing 
a defendant to trial and it places 
a heavy burden on the judge who 
does not have the time to study 
the evidence against the de- 
fendant. It is the prosecutor who 
has this information and who is 
in a position to make an intelli- 
gent forecast of how it will be re- 
ceived by a jury. He is,

Youngsters Eat Leaves.

Another 
pilot said “it wasn’t the weather” 
which made him decide to land. 

Two of the pilots rode their 
damaged planes to crash landings, 
escaping unhurt, and another par- 
achuted safely. 

No one could explain what 
occurred to cause eight planes to 
crash from a formation of 34 at 
the same time. The Air Force 
quickly dropped a curtain of se- 
crecy over its investigation. 

In 25-Mile Radius. 

Country folk in a 25-mile radius 
north and west of Richmon’ were 
horrified as they saw broken 
planes tumbiing out of the sky. 

Mrs. Fred Musser, near whose 

home northwest of Richmond two 
F-84s crashed and killed their pi- 
lots, said she thought she and her 
five children were caught in an 
enemy bombing raid. One plane 
crashed almost in their front 
yard.

Any inference that he ever fa- 
vored a Chinese Nationalist-Com- 
munist coalition, MacArthur said, 
“is a prevarication without color 
of factual support.” \ 


Caused War, He Asserts. 


He asserted that the policy pro- 
moted by the Marshall mission 
led to the present bloodshed in 
the Far East. 

The deposed Far Eastern com- 
mander added that the free world 
“in all probability” will continue 
to pay this blood price “indefi- 
nitely.” 

MacArthur, relieved from his 
Tokyo canmimands last April for 
public criticism of Administration 
policy, hurled his charge at the 
1945-47 China mission headed by 
Gen. George C. Marshall in a 
telegram to Senator Knowland 
(Rep.), California. 

MacArthur declared that the 
Marshall mission used “the poten- 
tial of American assistance as a 
weapon to force” Chiang Kai- 
shek’s Nationalist Government 
“into a political alliance‘ with the 
Communists.” 

Strengthened Reds, He Says. 


“Its effect could have been} 
foreseen,” MacArthur said. “It 
at once weakened the Govern- 
ment (of China) and materially 
strengthened the Communist mi- 
nority. 


“It was one of the greatest 
blunders in American diplomatic 
history for which the free world 
is now paying in blood and dis- 
aster and will in all probability 
continue -to do so indefinitely.” 

Marshall, now Secretary of De- 
fense, went to China in late 1945 
as President Truman’s special 
ambassador and returned in early 
1947 to report failure of his mis- 
sion to unify warring Chinese 
factions. 

On Wednesday, a 1945 tele- 
gram was read to the Senate 
committee investigating MacAr- 
thur’s ouster which quoted him 
and Lt. Gen. Albert C. Wede- 
meyer and Adm. Raymond Spru- 
ance as proposing United States 
efforts to bring Chinese political 
elements together. 


Telegram Sent in 1945. 


The telegram, dated Dec. 7, 
1945, said in part: 

“It is suggested that the United. 
States assistance to China, as out- 
lined above, be made available as 
a basis for negotiation by the 
American Ambassador to bring 
together and effect a compromise 
between the major opposing 
groups in order to promote a 
unified, democratic China.” 

Knowland, in a telegram to 
MacArthur in New York, said 
the 1945 message “implies that 
you favored a coalition govern- 
ment between Chinese Commu- 
nists and Republic of China.” 
Knowland asked the general if 
he, Wedemeyer and Spruance ac- 
tually had recommended such a 


coalition.

Red Buildup Areas. 

Pyonggang is the northern tip 
of the triangle, the build-up area 
where the Reds grouped forces for 
abortive offenses against the 
United Nations.

Both 
were directly threatened by the 
Allies. 

The front line report quoted 
Allied officers as saying the Reds 
probably were abandoning Chor- 
won to the Allies poised in the 
hills just. south of the town.

He said 
there were signs of activity in 
Chorwon. Earlier today, 2000 
to 3000 Chinese troops were ob- 
served withdrawing along the 
road that runs. northeastward 
from Chorwon to Pyonggang. 

Carter’s heavily censored dis- 
patch said United Nations sol- 
diers used bayonettes and hand 
grenades to capture an important 
ridge. They drove more than a 
battalion of Reds from a massive 
bunker and overran a machine- 
gun nest, killing the crew.’

Taken Up With Truman.

His attorney, Clif Langsdale, 
said Irving would enter a plea 
of not guilty Monday before Unit-

M. Duncan at which time bail 
probably will be fixed and posted. 
‘Irving, whose district includes 
President Truman’s home town of 
Independence, protested that he 
had not been permitted to testify 
before the grand jury and as- 
serted that two men who did 
testify had attempted to black- 
mail him. He did not name the 
two. 

“I think the whole thing is 
pretty contemptible,” he said. “I 
attempted through my attorney to 
be permitted to testify and tell 
my side of the story, but I was 
refused. For the grand jury to 
let men like that testify and not 
me is not quite democracy as we 
think of it im this country.” 

Named with Irving in one in- 
dictment was the union and its 
treasurer and financial secretary, 
Roy L. Livingston. 

“Neither myself nor Mr. Liv- 
ingston is guilty of any of those 
charges,” Irving said. “We have 
conducted the affairs of the union 
in accordance with its constitu- 
tion and have not deviated from 
any of the precedents or prac- 
tices of past years.” 

Union Election Tomorrow. 


The union is scheduled to elect 
officers tomorrow and Irving re- 
marked that the indictments “by 
a strange eoincidence” came up 
just before that election. 

Irving was first elected to Con- 
gress in 1948, beating four other 
contenders in the Democratic 
primary and taking the general 
election with united Democratic 
backing. He was re-elected in 
1950. 

The indictments concern only 
the 1948 campaign from June 15 
to Nov. 2. One charged that he 
unlawfully accepted a union con- 
tribution to his campaign fund. 
The other charged Irving, Living- 
ston ‘and the union were parties 
to the alleged unlawful expend- 
iture. 

The charges carry a maximum 
penalty of $1000 fine and one 
year’s imprisonment on each 
count. The union would be liable 
upon conviction to a $5000 fine 
on each count.

It seems to me that the method the 
city of St. Louis is using to stamp out 
the current rabies epizootic is likely to 
boomerang and spread rabies among 
more pets. 

f am referring to the practice of 
rounding up a hundred or more dogs 
eyery day. They are then all thrown 
into the trucks, and then into common 
pens. Then, after they have all bitten 
each other thoroughly, thereby making 
sure that any dog in the group carrying 
rabies will be sure to infect the rest 

“with the disease, each pet is allowed 
to return home if claimed by its owner. 

Don’t they understand that even if 
they force these owners to give their 
pet the usual rabies vaccination before 
taking it home, that this will not pre- 
vent rabies after the dog has been 
bitten? 

Everyone taking their dog home from 
the City Pound during this epizootic 
should take him immediately to his 
veterinarian, and have him treated in 
the same manner as a dog which has 
been bitten by a rabid animal.

Earlier this month the Miami Herald 
shared in a Pulitzér prize for “the most 
disinterested meritorious public service” 
of a daily newspaper in the United States.

This was widely in- 
terpreted as killing the housing 
movement, as St. Louis and many 
other cities together were pre- 
pared to start a far greater num- 
ber. Efforts have been made to 
overcome this action before the 
awaited final passage of the bill 
involved.

WASHINGTON, June 9 (AP)— 
“Organized labor yesterday got its 
long-sought place in the top pol- 
icy echelon of the Office of De- 
fense Mobilization. An AFL lead- 
er, George H. Harrison, was sworn 
in as special assistant to mobiliza- 
tion chief Charles E. Wilson. 

The brief ceremony sealed—on 
the surface, at least—the recon- 
ciliation between organized labor 
and the federal mobilizations 
agencies.
